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reward one gets from parasites, who consume the Polish bread sit, on fat 
parishes and without any scruples act as agents of the Vatioan. Under cover 

of fighting for Christianity, the clergy of Poland is breaking the unity uf 

the nation, undermining the authority of the People's State and trying to in- 
cite hatred toward the PR. It is in our own interest to stop the poisoning 

of the hearts and minds of Polish youth with this Catholic nonsense. The 

Church often protests our treatment of our political opoonents. But is the 
Church acting otherwise? Were not the Jesuits, politically motivated, the 
rmurderers of their own enemies and those of the Church? The essence of every 
soience and religion is God and Lternity. Different religions define God in 
different ways. Religion and God are two different things. If a country 

bases its existence on the principle of sovereignty, it cannot live in agrcenent 
with the Church, because the Church forms a state within the state. The policy 
of the Church, its moral principles and the laws of the Church conflict with a 
People's state. The Church is a thing of the past; it needs far reaching changed 
to be able to remain in existence. 


@. The religion of our times is the Marxist philosophy. In it the poor and injured 
aro looking for hope and refuge from the might of this world; the mighty are 
blessed by the Pope and supported by Catholicisn.

The highest idea of God wag developed 
by the Jews, who are the most coherent and united nation on earth. . 
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5o Christianity was created by a Jew, just as Marxism, but it has been distorted 
by the Popes, the successors of the Roman Miperors. 


6 The Church is the ssed of obscurantism, Whonever ao Catholic tries to fo boyond 
the well-trod shannols of dogmatic thinling and endeavors to find a truth 
different from that preached by the priests, he is »roclained a horetic. LMod~ 
ern times and the futuro bring diffcrent truths and doctrines. lumonity no 
longer tends to boliove blindly. The Inmsn brain is searching for new lavs 
end dogmas. The atom has been splits a furthor search is under woy. The 
Churches, which aro trying to onslave hunen thought, must fall, just as many 
other religious systems, less tell organized, havo fallen.

7s The voice of the people has for centuries beon a voice of revolt and despair; 
tho Church has nover listoned to it. At last, we the Liorxists heard it! ‘The 
will of the »eople has become our om will and ve bolievo that it is also tho 
Will of God. The Vatican means overythin: to the clergy; tho State can bo an 
iustrument only. Tho vhurch foars’ tho new Tolish Poople's Deiocracy. Tedacz's 
roprosoutatives of the Church have nothing in cormon with Uhrist, who worlted 
anong the poople and for tne peoplo. A clear-cut question should bo aslred: 
“hat is more inportant? An abstract idea of uod, or a definite ideu, such as 
the Nation?"

9. We Marxists are putting the State and the Nation above the Church, We aro 
deoply convinced that, while serving our People's Dencerscy and the poorest 
peoplo of our Nation, we arc not acting against the will of God, althouch wa 
do act against the desires of the Vatican ond of tho Clorgy of Poland. ive do 
not consider oursolves fighting against God whon we try to abolish the Church 
administration, which is officially and illegally trying to undermine tho 
foundations of the Polish State. 5

Theso lay. people are 
today quite different than they were before World War II. Thoy are frec, moro 
enlightened and willing to progress. Thoy will not let tiensclves be blindly 
led by tho Church. 


13. There are many people in Poland who, although Catholic, feel a croat aninosity 
toward the Catholic Clergy and could easily be led in tho fipht apainst tho 
Churche Most of the Catholics do not live up to the principlos of the Church. 
Their Catholicisa is limitod to the acceptance of the Last Sacranent just before 
they are ready to die. Catholicism is more and more bocoming a dead form, ine 
stead of a living doctrine. 


14, In spite of all these factors, which we consider favorable for our cause, ‘she 
Catholic religion is still a vital foroc. It has boon part of the Nation much 


too long. Its roots are doep. It is tied to the history, the cultural backe 
Ground, the family and social life of eveity individual. We must remembor this. 
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We mist renembex that the Polish nation is awakening to a new life vwaich 
Will be free from ignorance and old superstitions, This new day demands a 
new definition of the attitude of the PPR toward the Church and religion. 

We must find ways and means to help the Polish Nation shake off the bonds of 
the Catholic faith. We must teach then to worship their own State. ile, 
disciplos of Marx, sre well aware of tho lessons of history and will not 
make the sano mistakes. We shall chooso a new and effective way. ‘The people 
must be enlightened, and the new concration mst be civen the right faith. 
Then the people ti11 see and chooge what is best for then, te ere uot afraid 
of the Church. We are going to fight it The fight nust be intelligent, 
effective and consistent. It must be based on strong criticisn of the nany 
week gpots in the Church and the Clergy. . 

The adversary is still too strong; the time for a general offonsivg has not yet 
com. Our fight with the Church nust be carefully mapped to divide ‘it from the 
inside, to soparate it froa the Nation. — gur plan for next year is:' To dis= 
organize it, split it, ridicule it and make its work diffioulte tie’ must dis- 
cover any priests anong the Clorgy who will put tho Nation's welfaro above 
their ovm careers and a blind adhcrence to the Vatican. Tho Viergy: shovld be 
made to understand that they have to make a choice: thoy nay cither stick to 
the Vatican, be out off from the people and became enemies of the State, or
